DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the filing of the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-4 
are allowable because prior art does not disclose alone or in combination along with the 
limitations of the independent claim such as the sandwich barrier layer comprising a first 
outer barrier layer of ln a Gai- a N (0<a<0.05), a middle barrier layer of Al y Gai- y N (0< y< l-y) 
formed on the first outer barrier layer and a second outer barrier layer of ln b Gai-bN 
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(0<b<0.05) formed on the middle barrier layer, and wherein the middle barrier layer has 
a bandgap energy greater than those of the first and second outer barrier layers. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
